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WDW INGENUITY AT ITS BEST 


One of the reasons we buy new cars 
is that after awhile, replacement 
parts become hard to find. Well, the 
same holds true for pinball 
machines, as the Arcade Mainte- 
nance Department discovered a few 


years ago. 
In keeping with the Main Street 
theme, older model arcade 


machines were shipped from 
California in 1971 for use in the Penny 
Arcade. Refurbishing these 
machines became increasingly dif- 
ficult, according to George Smith, 
Superintendent of the Arcade and 
Computers, because replacement 
parts were simply unavailable. A 
solution to this problem had to be 
found. The solution came, thanks toa 
little ingenuity and a lot of teamwork 
and elbow grease! 
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Gary Krall who is responsible for designing many of 
the new changes, points out how little space the 
electronic system now takes. 


Foremost in importance for the 
rehab was maintaining the external 
appearance of the machines. The 
original parts of the machines were 
sent to the Mill Shop and the Print 
Shop and exact replicas were 
created. Only the shell structure was 
left untouched. 

Next in line was redesigning the 
outdated electromagnetic control 
system and replacing it with a new, 
solid state electronic system 


whenever possible. “Several elec- 
tromechanical parts remain, like the 
targets, for instance,” George said. 
“To replace that part, or to use LED 
displays for scoring, would alter the 
appearance.” 
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The control system of the older electromagnetic 
machines was a maze of wires, coils, and other 
devices. 
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change has resulted in condensing 
the inside controls to about five per- 
cent of their original volume, cutting 
down on maintenance time 
immensely. 

But the rehab didn't stop there. 
Several other design changes were 
made to aid in servicing the 
machines. The control system was 
originally located on the back of the 
machine and access to the system 
was gained only by pulling the 
machine away from the wall and 
getting behind it. The newly de- 
signed models now have access to 
the controls from the front, eliminat- 
ing the safety hazard of moving the 
machine. The coin slot was also relo- 
cated to the front, so the guests won't 
have to search for it. 
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The newly refurbished machines closely resemble 
their original appearance, thanks to the teamwork 
and cooperation of many departments on our 


property. 

Five of the Arcade’s baseball 
machines have undergone complete 
rehabs so far, and the remaining 
machines will be refurbished over 
the next few years. "The entire refur- 
bishing process takes about five 
weeks per machine,” George said. 

You may wonder how often pinball 
machines need maintenance. The 
Penny Arcade models average 
about 80,000 plays per year, so daily 
maintenance is required to keep 
them in top notch working form. So 
far, the Arcade maintenance team 
has done a fabulous job at that!

Groundbreaking for the Epcot 
Center/I-4 interchange took place 
last weekend for construction that 
will provide road access for Orlando 
traffic to and from the Epcot Center. 
The first phase of the road's construc- 
tion includes two ramps for 
westbound traffic from Orlando and 
two ramps eastbound to Orlando, 
according to Bruce Laval of WED/

Ramp construction for eastbound 
traffic from Tampa will begin at a 
later date. Until completion of that 
phase, visitors traveling from Tampa 
will exit I-4 at U.S. 192 and take a 
connector road from the north/south 
entrance road to the Epcot Center 
parking area.
